The Fifth Weekend in Easter 

May 1 & 2, 2010 
Praise the Lord 

In John 13:31-35 we are told that our Lord Jesus gave a new commandment: "...that you love one another, just as 
I have loved you, you should also love one another." The members of Faith Community have heeded those instruc- 
tions and continue to follow those words closely on a daily basis. When I first began attending FCLC I was welcomed 
warmly and brought into the fold. I knew right away that FCLC would be my new spiritual home. Unlike Peter in our 
first lesson today (Actsl 1:1-18) whom God tells not to judge, Pastor Dan and his "flock" greeted me, and continue to 
embrace me, despite my handicaps, as a sinner coming before God. We all come before God as sinners, but leave 
forgiven and loved. It is that love we embrace when we all hold hands and recite The Lord's Prayer, and when we 
exchange the Peace of the Lord.

Again, Psalm 148 calls on all His 
creation from heavenly hosts and angels to kings and princes on the earth, its natural elements, animals and human 
inhabitants -to PRAISE THE LORD!!
